In keeping with the jet air- 
plane speed and a faster life in 
general, the average patient was 
in the local hospital only 5.04 
days during 1951. 

Incidentally 62,224 patients 
have been served at the local

Freeway Bids To

Four-Lane Depressed _ 
Route Here, Planned 


With all legal details complet- 
ed for construction of the pro- 
posed freeway through here, 
State officials are preparing to 
call for bids. Actual construction 
is scheduled to start this sum- 
mer. 

C. V. Kane, district superin- 
tendent of the state highway de- 
partment, said from Campus ave- 
nue to San Antonio avenue the 
freeway will be depressed below 
the Beriace: The four-lane divid- 
ed freeway will be 20 feet below 
the surface.

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Approval Should Be Given 40-Cent Tax 
Rate Increase for Chaffey Sc*ools 


If the 40-cent tax rate increase is not approved for the 
Chatfey schools in the election tomorrow ... what then? 

’ That question has not been answered but anyone can 
figure out his own answer: either it is a reduction in educa- 
tional costs regardless of consequences or an attempt must 
be made to get the money through other. means. 

- Population growth places u very heavy burden on school 
boards and school staffs. We are in an era of great growth 
and the increase will continue; the problem will continue 
each year. 

The need for the present, at least, is not for new school 
buildings. Fontana’s branch high school campus is going 
up on schedule and use of facilities there for the first time in 
September will relieve ihe congestion on the Chaffey campus. 
The need now is for money with which to employ an adequate 
staff to handle the students at Fontana ‘and at Chaffey. 

The only real opposition to the proposed tax rate increase 
is centered in Fontana. Richard Wolfe, the Fontana repre- 
sentative on the Chaffey board, opposes the proposed tax 
rate boost. He wanted a bond issue. It so happens, pro- 
ceeds from a bond issue can be used only for construction of 
buildings. And for the present, the only place buildings 
might be built is in Fontana. The Fontana campus con- 
struction is going on schedule as the result of a previous bond 
issue. 

It is likely Chaffey administrators will have a financial 
problem always if the expansion era continues. The in- 
crease in siudenis will require that every so often additional 
facilities will be needed; at other times additional money will 
be required for additional teachers. 

The time is not distant when a high school campus will 
probably be established in Upland. Ninth grade students 
now attend Upland junior high scho@l. 

Within three years all Fontana students will be attend- 
ing high school at the new high school there—the facilities 
being erected over a period of years. By the time the Fon- 
tana plant is finished, however. the Euclid avenue campus 1S 
likely to again be filled to capacity, due to the steady popu- 
lation increase. 

Informal consideration is already being given to the fu- 
ture needs and possibilities. A new high school campus in 
Upland is one of the possibilities. The Chaffey administra- 
tors have the counsel of a citizen’s committee in the financial 


problem. ‘ 
Recommendation of this committee is a 40-cent increase 


in the tax rate. 

Such an increase requires the approval of the voters. 
* \ Tomorrow is the time to vote. The need is great. the tax 
rate is the logical course to follow in obtaining the necessary

Hospital Elects 
New Trustees

The annual report revealetl that 
1951 was the busiest year in the 
history of the hospital.
